The foregoing description sounds like Buck 
Ro^rs having a Flash Gordon nightmare while 
on Barbarella s planet. 

If ZARDOZ was an homage to WIZARD OF 
OZ and ST.'XR WARS a salute to the scienti- 
serials by George Lucas. STARCRASH sounds 
like the greatest mishmash of all lime with 
echoes from: 

METROPOLIS [Eric, the son of John Master- 
man; Hel, the wife of the Master of Metropolis) 

— Vitons. the name the late Eric Frank Russell 
gave his menacing lifeforms in his UNKNOWN 
classic “Sinister Barrier". (FM regrets to report 
that Mr. Russell, the beloved British author, 
quietly expired in his home in England, much as 
Willis O'Brien died sitting in a chair, on 28 Feb. 
■78.) 

—Golems. Nufsed.

Luigi Cozzi, now known as Lewis Coates, has 
been a long-time fan of FM. Ten years ago our

Y ou CAN’T KEEP a good cat down. Or a 
bad tme, for that matter! THE CAT & 
THE CANARY has been scaring audi- 
ences ever since it took the Broadway stage by 
storm in 1922 as a stageplay. 

I remember how scared I was when, at the age 
of 10, I saw the first film version in 1927. All of 
the players in it were well-known at the time but 
the only name any of you FM readers might rec- 
ognize today might be Arthur Edmund Carew, 
wtio played the Mysterious Persian in Lon 
Chaney’s PHANTOM OF THE OPERA and 
also was one of the suspicious scientists in DR. 

X. 'The famous Paul Leni directed ^C. 

In 1930 it was remade as THE CAT CREEPS, 
with Jean Hersholt, who 5 years later would 



turn out to be the villain in the Lugosi-Borland 
MARK OF THE VAMPIRE. As was done with 
the 1931 DRACULA, at the same time as THE 
CAT CREEPS was being filmed a Spanish lan- 
guage version was made. It was called simply 
EL GATO-THE CAT. 

In 1938 it was re-remade as a Bob Hope vehi- 
cle, including 2 FM favorites, Gale Sondergaai^ 
& George Zucco.

Our gen- 
eration was enthralled by the future adventures 
of Anthony “Buck” Rogers and his further deeds 
of derring-do with l^bna Deering in the sequel 
“The Airlords of Han" by Philip Francis Nowlan 
and illustrated by the inimitable Frank Rudolph 
Paul. 

1929 — and Buck Rogers made his first appear- 
ance as a cartoon strip in the daily news- 
papers thruout the country. The papers cost 2e a 
copy, there actually was a penny postcard . . . 
and a kid could get into a ^turday movie 
matinee for Guess who religiously cut Buck's 
adventures out of the paper every day and 
pasted them with floury white Le Page's paste 
onto the pages of a black photograph album? 
Right! Ask to see the album when you visit the 
Ackermonster's Museum of Imaginative Memora- 
bilia, 

At the same lime as I was collecting Buckiana 
in Los Angeles, in far distant exotic Waukegan, 
Illinois, a youngster 4 years younger than I “leapt 
out, eyes blazing, mouth gasping for breath, hands 
seizing at the paper” as a folded newspaper came 
kiting thru the summer air and landed daily on the 
front porch of ... Ray Douglas Bradbury. It was, 
at that time, he says, the most beautiful sound in 
his life, and the strip fed “the hungry soal”ofone 


of his city's ‘finest small intellects”. Phil Nowlan, 
the original author, wrote the script for the strip 
and Dick Calkins artistrated it. Both, alas, are 
now dead.

updating buck 

There's a new look about good ole Buck as we 
rocket into the 80s. 

Originally he was an ex-Air Force pilot who 
was sent to survey an abandoned mine shaft on 
the outskirts of Pittsburgh. Overcome by a 
strange gas, Buck hibernated thru 5 centuries, 
awakening from his state of involuntary 
suspended animation to find the world en- 
dangered by the Airlords of Han. 

"That was a fanciful idea, without any real va- 
lidity," says supervising producer Leslie 
Stevens, a filmaker with a lifelong interest in 
science. "So we took an approach which is just 
as imaginative— perhaps even more so— but sci- 
entifically feasible." 

Which is? 

In the new cinemadventure, Buck is seen as an 
American astronaut piloting NASA’s final deep- 
space probe circa 1987. Imperiled by a shower of 
meteoroids, both he & his life-support systems 
are frozen solid while his craft is spun off its 
course at incredible speed. 

"According to Einstein, nothing can exceed 
the speed of light," Steven explains, “because at 
that point, matter becomes energy. But as you 
approach light-speed, an unusual phenomenon 
occurs: time itself speeds up, moves faster for 
the individual than it does for the environment! 

"So: only a few months pass for Buck while 
some 500 years elapse on Earth! It’s mind-bog- 
gling but— who’d ar^e with Einstein? Scien- 
tists have observed the same strange temporal 
changes when studying subatomic particles, 
which move so swiftly that they exist in an alter- 
nate time-frame. When they hit the, shall we 


say, light barrier, they become infinite and ex- 
plode— which is the basis for the atomic bomb.” 

25th century society 

Having logically contrived a way for Buck to 
believably leapfrog 5 centuries into the future, 
the next problem was an even more fascinating 
& complex one: when the sleeper wakes, what 
would the world be like? 

Where were you, H. G. Wells, Edward Bel- 
lamy, Victor Rousseau, when producers Stevens 
& Larson needed you? Of course Stanton “After 
12,000 Years” Coblentz or A. E. "200 Million 
A.D.” van Vogt might have been of some 
creative assistance on such a project— but their 
hi-fi sci-fi imaginations were not consulted. 

“First we had to give Earth a ‘history’,” said 
Stevens. (Shades of Asimov! Of Heinlein’s 
famous Future History.) “We decided that while 
Buck was whizzing out-of-control in space, a 
nuclear holocaust wiped out most of civilization. 
Now, in the 25th century, life is concentrated in 
one enormous city in the American midwest.” 
(Metropolis? Pop. 12 million?) 

“Outside the city is Anarchia, a desolate no- 
man’s land”(no-person's land, that is)"populated 
by criminals & mutants. Downtown Chicago is 
now just a mass of rubble, inhabited by rats & 
rabble.” 

“The city of the future,” Stevens takes up, "is 
governed by computers and is domed over by an 
invisible forcefield which keeps out enemies. 

“Such as the barbarous Draconians. 

“The Draconians have sued for peace and an 
historic summit meeting is about to take place 
at the time Buck returns to life and Earth.” 
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clever chronology 

This anachronistic situation of a city of super 
science existir^ side by side with a world re- 
turned to the Dark Ages permits the filmakers 
to ^ve BUCK ROGERS sharp contrasts: 

The Metropolis of the Future, a shining com- 
plex of gleaming glass & mirror-bright metal. 

A 25th century Oz where Science is King— and 
the citizens favor formal wear reminiscent of the 
reign of King Edward of England. 

A state of leisure where electronic devices 
relieve men & women of much of the drudgery of 
daily work. 

Like the positironicon familiar to Perry 
Rhodan fans, the gadgetrons of the 25th cen- 
tury even make laws! 

On the other hand, there is the Draconian em- 
pire. 

Lusty. 

Barbaric. 

And diabolic. 

A sort of Arabian Nights world of lush, rich- 
colored fabrics and hot-blooded warriors in com- 
mand of lethal devices. 

The Draconian empire is said to have the look 
& feel about it of the visions of the celebrated 
French fantast Phillipe Druillet, painter of the 
impossible, master or the bizarre in art.

“Buck is a contrasting force,” Stevens tells 
us. 

“He’s brash. 

"Fun-loving. 

“A guy from the do-your-own-thing days of 
Earth wlio finds it difficult, nay impossible, to 
completely adjust to the computerized society 
into which he finds himself thrust. 

“For instance, there’s this grand Ball in prog- 
ress. 

“Elegant. 

“Chic. 

“High society dressed to the teeth. 

“Buck gets an itch to prick the bubble. 

“So what does he do? Right in the midst of an 
oldfashioned time-honorea stately minuet— rig- 
idly danced to computer-programmed music— he 
grabs his friends and—. 

Can you ^ess what he does? 

He turns oack the clock 500 years and lays an 
8-to-the-bar beat on them! 

He teaches them to throw away their inhibi- 
tions and get down and boogie! 

“But at the same time,” Stevens continues, 
“he is not irresponsible: he recognizes the Draco- 
nians for the menace they are: 

“Cunning space marauders. 

“Ruthless interplanetary invaders.’’- 

Buck says: “They must be blown out of the 
skies!” 
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And Wilma Deering? A Colonel, no less! Com- 
mander of Earth's Defenses. Her cool demeanor 
is a perfect foil for Buck's devil-may-care man- 
ner. On their first meeting he makes light of her 
military comportment and, eyes blazing, she 
warns him: "Deviate from my orders. Captain, 
and you'll be blown to a thousand vapors!" 

Whew! 

ardala & draco 

Princess Ardala is described as the dangerous- 
ly beauteous kind of female who would “even 
turn an android to jelly”! 

Uniquely, King Draco— the interplanetary ty- 
rant— appears only as a teleported 
3-dimensional image: 

Malevolent! 

Murderous! 

Maniacal! 

Then there's . . . Twiki, the good-natured half- 
pint robot who’s a servant for Theo, the rational 
computer.

There are now more than a quarter hundred 
science fiction conventions a year held in the 
greater Los Angeles area. 

A feature of one called the Galacticon late last 
year was not only the filming of the segment of 
Wonder Woman which revolved around an im- 
aginary sci-fi-con (actual sf fans were seen on the 
screen, mixed in with actors & extras) but the 
Publicity Dept, of 20th Century-Fox Studios ar- 
ranged a slide prevue of key scenes from the 
opening sequence of ALIEN. 

Science Fiction Fandom has come a long way 
from the premiere 30 years ago at the World 
Science Fiction Convention of George Pal’s 
DESTINATION MOON and, in 1951, the co- 
premieres at the Worldcon of THE THING 
FROM ANOTHER WORLD & WHEN 
WORLDS COLLIDE. 

Yes, at the most recent Worldcon there was an 
exhibit on METEOR & INVASION OF THE 
BODY SNATCHERS, a slideshow on THE 
LORD OF THE RINGS and a premiere for the 
fans (over 5000 strong) of the fantasy WATER- 
SHIP DOWN. 

But nowadays even a 1-day local sf con draws 
Hollywood attention. 

20th Century-Force Studios, creators of STAR 
WARS, were out in force to impress the con- 
goers at the Galacticon. 

And they certainly succeeded with this viewer 
with their slideshow “teaser” on ALIEN. 

To put it mildly, like a tenpin I was bowled 
over! 

cobb job 

But I shouldn't have been surprised, with Ron 
Cobb on the job. 

In case the name isn’t too familiar to you, you 
can perhaps be forgiven for not having been 
around in the 60s. 

That was Cobb on our 33rd issue of FAMOUS 
MONSTERS with Lon Chaney Sr. as Quasi- 
modo. 

He followed with a Ghoul from HORROR 
HOTEL on FM #40. 

Showed us Frankenstein fighting the Wolf 
Man on FM #42. 

Pictured Christopher Lee rising from 
Dracula’s coffin on #43. 

Froze our blood with the Face of Horror from 
DR. BLOOD'S COFFIN (#45). 

And captured the late Henry Hull perfectly in 
all his lupine ferocity as THE WEREWOLF OF 
LONDON on #39. 

So FM can well claim to have discovered . . . 
and nurtured . . . the burgeoning artistic talent 
of Ron Cobb, a name to conjure with. 

reunion with ron 

While I was acting recently as an alien astro- 


naut in the pilot for a new sci-fi series called 
Starstruck (watch for it in September on TV), 
Ron Cobb came to the set to see me. It had been 
about a lustrum (5 years) since we last met & 
talked.

Castle's HOUSE ON HAUNTED HILL was 
another thriller done on a small budget. The 

S Immick in this one was a la^ skeleton that 
ew over the audiences' heads. This effect is lost 
on TV and many viewers wonder why Vincent 
Price is standing there reeling in a skeleton from 
nowhere! 

HOUSE was the story of a millionaire who 
decides to throw a ghost party. (Incidentally, 



Editor Forry, alto his is not a millionaire, lives a 
stone’s throw from the actual house used in the 
picture and anyone visiting the Ackermuseum 
can get a glimpse of The House on Haunted Hill 
at the same time.) He will award $10,000 to 
anyone who can spend a night in Hill House. All 
kinds of things happen here. A huge chandelier 
falls and nearly kiUs one of the guests, blood 
drips from the ceiling, heads turn up in the 
lady's suitcase, doors open & close by them- 
selves, hands reach out to grab you ... in short, 
all of the things you might expect to find in a 
haunted house. There’s even an acid vat in the 
cellar that destroys flesh on contact, leaving on- 
ly the bones. Vincent Price had a field day in this 
one and you suspected he was behind all the 
weird goings-on but it turned out to be his wife! 
Vinnie was not the villain after all. 

Space films were plentiful as well. The big 
films like WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE, WAR 
OF THE WORLDS & FORBIDDEN PLANET 
were bound to be copied. There were several 
such films that were so bad I don’t even want to 
talk about them! Others, made on a midget 
budget, came thru OK and remain worthwhile 
even today. 

in vader, son of darth vader 

INVADERS FROM MARS was one such 
film. Released in 1953 it was long thought to be 
another ripoff of the Martian Invasion films. 
Now, 25 years later, modem movie critics see it 
as an exceptional picture. For years fans & 
critics alike complained that this film lacked 
imagination, had poor sets, bad actors, terrible 
costumes . . . and on & on. Now it's looked at dif- 
ferently. Produced in color, the film is a night- 
mare of horror. A young boy sees a UFO land in 
a field. It disappears underground. No one be- 
lieves him of course until all kinds of strange 
things begin to happen. His parents are taken 
over by the aliens, as are most of the townspeo- 
ple. The army is called in and the invaders are 
fought back. The entire film has a nightmarish 
qufdity to it. Odd sets, bizarre costumes, bright 
colors, a police station that looks strangely 
ominous. In the end we find out it was a night- 
mare. The boy was having a bad dream! That's 
why things looked so strange. We were seeing 
them thru his eyes. But the film doesn't end 
there. The last scene shows a UFO landing in 
the field and the boy sees it. But this time . . . 
Ac’s awake'.

SATAN’S SATELLITES (also called ZOM- 
BIES OF THE STRATOSPHERE) was a collec- 
tion of stories made into one movie. Based on 
the action serial this film featured some good 
stunt work & models.Considering the low low 
production costs, the flying rockets looked as 
real as any you’d find. And the flying rocket 



ranger was very well done. The film also starred 
Leonard Nimoy as one of the Martians. 

I MARRIED A MONSTER FROM OUTER 
SPACE was another good film, done in black & 
white. There were few special effects but they 
were handled quite well. The monster was also 
interesting. This was another of the aliens-take- 
over-humans films, with lots of dialog & little ac- 
tion. Of special interest was the lead character 
who marries an Earth mrl after taking over the 
body of the boyfriend. He begins to think like a 
human and fee! the same things we do. His hard- 
ships & mental anguish are evident. He, along 
witn his companions, are wiped out ^ the hu- 
mans who’ve uncovered their plot. The scene 
where the dog attacks the monster is memor- 
able. One of the better sci-fi films of the 50s. 

the terrible cannibal jello 

THE BLOB, that Steve McQueen sci-fier from 
the late 50s, is another minor classic. Produced 
in color but with a very low budget the film was 
more of a joke than anything else, featuring an 
alien monster (the Bloo), teenagers, wild cars, 
police . . . and a Bela Lugosi movie! The old man 
who finds the blob also finds that the thing likes 
humans. It attaches itself to his hand It's 
eating him alive! Eventually, it absorbs his en- 


tire body and begins to grow. It also gets the 
nurse & the doctor before it breaks loose and 
heads for town. A garage mechanic is absorbed. 
Then it heads for the supermarket. It nearly 
reaches the hero but he hides in the freezer. The 
Blob won’t bother him in there: it hates cold! It 
manages to get into the movie theater and sends 
hundreds of people screaming into the streets. 
By now the thing is monstrous. It covers an en- 
tire diner, trying to ooze its way in to devour the 
kids trapped inside. In the end, the Blob is 
quick-frozen and dispatched to the Arctic. 

budge it, bud! 

There are many such films that are worthy of 
mention. Stop to consider the money the pro- 
ducers were working with, the limited time in- 
volved, the lack of equipment & personpower, 
and you wonder how some of these films ever 

f et made. Yet they’re entertaining, not all that 
ad, and worth watching on TV. Even THE AL- 
LIGATOR PEOPLE was pretty good, as was 
EQUINOX, THE ANGRY RED PLANET, 
THE PHANTOM PLANET and even THE 
FABULOUS WORLD OF JULES VERNE. 
There are many. Often made with little money 
but very entertaining in the long run . . . even if 
their original runs are short ones!
